1 In this second annual report of mine^ I 
will make no suggestions touching the 
various needs, wmch should be supplied 
at the Alms Hou«e, except m regard to a 
single point, and that is this: The rooms 
in which the sick are conhned should be 
provided with some meaiis of warming 
them at night when the cteam pipes are 
allowed to cool. It is not proper that sick 
persons should remain many continuous 
hours in rooms wiicli are only indifferent- 
ly heated by the ftoves of certain adjoin- 
ing f-partme; nts. 
In my report far the municipal year 


1879 80 I pointed out certain deficiencies, 
which required yo ir attention, but as noth-' 
ing nas resulted from their mention, ex- 
cept ini a single instance, it would seem of 
little use to restate them.
